MucL of the meat used in Coshoctoo 
comes from the packing companies, 
but some is killed 
in 
the county 
Prices to dealers are as high here as 
in other parts of the country, but the 
retailer has not put oa a fancy profit 
as has been done in many places- 
One dealer told THE A»E that 22 


•ents a pound for porterhouse steak 
was high but, not so high as i"< cents. 
: he price charged in some towns in 
tbisspction. Other cuts are in pr< - 
portion.
